New York, Jan. 2.— A fire on West 
Fifty-third street early in the morn­ 
ing destroyed ten buildings, including 
eight tenements. 
Fireman John Shay 
was fatally injured by a falling wall. 
At 2: in a. rn. the fire was spreading 
rapidly, threatening tile whole block. 
Residents in tenements within a radius 
of six 
blocks 
were ordered 
out to 
avert possible danger to their lives. 
The utmost confusion resulted when 
the tenement dwellers escaped from 
their burning homes, but owing to the 
presence of several 
hundred police­ 
men none failed to escape. 
The fire was one of the most spec­ 
tacular in months. 
The burning of 
a dying establish­ 
ment was accompanied by explosions 
of chemicals, rendering 
greater the 
danger to the firemen and helping to 
spread the flames. 
In Imminent danger of his life Po­ 
liceman Patrick Sully made his way to 
the top floor of 
a burning tenement, 
where he found a motlier and six chil­ 
dren huddled together 
and helpless 
from fear. 
Unaided and iii repeated 
trips he carried the whole family to 
the street. 


Fire Spread Rapidly. 


At 2:30 the fire was spreading and 
IOO horses released 
from a burning 
stable and, ungovernable 
from fear, 
were running 
through the 
adjacent 
streets. 
To add to the confusion thieves be­ 
gan looting the 
burning tenements. 
They were fired upon by the police, 
but with what 
effect could 
not he 
known. 
Falling 
walls 
wrecked 
a 
water 
tower and made Fifty-third street in 
the vicinity of the fire impassable. All 
the police reserves on the West Side 
and extra ambulances were In attend­ 
ance. 
At 3 o’clock the fire was not under 
control, but 
it was believed 
at that 
hour that It could be kept within the 
boundaries. 
Several persons are miss­ 
ing from the families who occupied the 
tenements, but in the confusion it was 
impossible to determine whether loss 
of life had occurred. 
At 3:20 o’clock the fire vas said to 
be under control. 
The 
money loss 
will be about $230,000. 
It is believed 
that at least three people will die on 
account of Injuries.

Tlie northwest has been in the throes 
of the heaviest snow storm of tho season I 
last night and today. 
It is reported 
that a local freight on the Minnesota & 
Internatioual was from 4 o’clock yester­ 
day 
afternoon till lfalf past one this 
morning getting in from 
Merrifield,

At that place another heavy 
engine was put on the train and it was 
thought that it would bo able to make 
time, but from ll o’clock to I:.’}() nothing 
was heard from it and it is supposed 
to be stuck above LaPort. 
But at last 
accounts was expected in about four 
o’clock. 
No. ll on the Northern Pacific was 
over an hour and a half late at this 
point and No. 91, from St. Paul, about 
half an hour behind time. 
Train Master Nichols is in Brainerd 
today and in conjunction with Supt. 
Blanchard and Load Master Tyler has 
been making heroic efforts to keep tho 
wheels rolling. 
A big wedge snow plow 
was started from 
Duluth at ll o’clock
